— Rjicing nion learn«*d 
today that King .James, one of the stars of the S. 
f. Hildreth stable, has l>eeii purchased by H. T. 
Gxnard for his Blue Ridge Farm at Upi)erville, Va. 
The price is said to have been $15.tK)0. 

King James won many imiMutant stsikes during his 
eart*er and was still in winning form when S. r. 
Hildreth retired his stable last month. In fact he 
lias an unlH-ateu rec<ird to mark his final year in 
training. King .lames contrived to win but one race 
wlieii a two-year-old. but it was a gootl one. 

He is a Himyar horse in his paternal and maternal 
lines of dese<Mit. fast and a great weight carrier 
niul, withal, a stayer to which no route posscss«*d 
miy terrors. His solitary win when a tw'o-year-old 
was in tiie valuable Tremout, in which he won 
?i:i.2,» for his owner. As a throe-y<*ar-ohl liis only 
vietory in a stake race was when he w’on tlie rich 
Annual Champion, his other three successes lieing 
ill purses at Belmont Park, Samtoga ami Santa 
Anita. But so industriously raced was he and of 
Mich bulldog ctniragc and iH*rsisteiiee w’as he that he 
was always iM>king his head in among the leaders, 
no matter how good they were, and to such piirposi* 
tliat he was second or third in such great races as 
tile First Special, Century Stakes, Empire City 
Handicap, Travers Stakes, LawTonce Realization, 
Advaiiw Stakes, t'oney Island Jockey Club Stakes, 
Suburban Handicap, Brooklyn Derliy, Belmont .Stakes, 
Withers Stakes and Crotoiia llandieap. the result 
Iieing that he w’Oii in second and third money alone 
more than many goo<l race horses of the year amassed 
in any way. 

In IIKKJ lie was a champion, indeed. He won in 
sifiM*essioii tlie Burns HaiKlieap.

John D, Crimmins of New York Tells Why He 
Favors the Gittins Bill. 



New York, Septomiier 19. — George C. Reynard, 
secretary of tlie Farmers and .Merchants’ Mutual 
Assist aiice Ja'aguo, lias received a large immlier of 
h'tters (Ml the subject of tlie Gittins bill from 
lirouiiiieiit citizens, among them tnie from John 
D. Crinimins, a prominent New Y’orkcr. Mr. 
Criiiimius says in part: 

"The Gittins bill, I am advistnl, is still pend- 
ing ill the legislature of this state. Horseraeiiig iii 
itself is not immoral. The question, then, is: 
Does horseracing increase gnmiiliiig or tln‘ taste 
for gamiilingV This I <piestion. Tin* gambler will 
lind means to gamble. Why, then, are those win* do 
not gamble deprived of the pleasure of the rac<‘'r 
We might iH'gin further buck, in the intnnluction 
of the racer, the breeding of the animal, the 
rivalrv between the breeders for the most perfect 
and liest bhaal, his training and development, and 
liringiiig him into the field. This is an employment 
whi<-h gentlemen farmers have followed in all coun- 
tries whore there is civilization. 

"Ill our early days the pr<‘sidents of the United 
States and many of the most prominent men and 
idhers who framed our constitution and laws were 
engaged ill horseracing. We read enthiisiastie de- 
s«riptions in the letters that have come down from 
our presidents who have attended racing. I have 
ill mind the letter of .lohu Quincy Adams, describ- 
ing the race betweim Eclipse and Henry, In that 
|H‘i*i<Kl and for many ,veai*s afterward there was 
rivalry l>etw(.*en the north and the south in the 
gentlemen’s s|iort. 

“In my judgment the people who have attended 
the races at our great tracks like Belmont Park, 
are lh(‘ equals in their moral lives and their public 
works to the liest in the land. 

"The Gittins bill removes many of the features 
of racing that are ohjectionahla to some persons. 
Tliere is no reason why a man should be dejn-ived 
of the sjMirt he finds in attending a horserace, and 
there is no reason why the farmer should be pre- 
ventetl from breeding and developing the horse, 
which will be the case if racing is stopped for 
good. 

"There is a conimiinity interest in this matter 
of racing, too. Take Saratoga Springs, for illus- 
tration. A prominent feature there for many years 
was racing. It attracted many thousands there 
wlio now go aliroad and s]H‘tid ttieir millions in 
other ciMintries. Wliy cannot a large percentage 
oc these {lersons be kept in our country? We never 
ean keep them here until wc create attractive 
features. 

"I have observed abroad that some of the i>er 
sons who have lM*en critics of horseracing in this 
country do not li«‘sitate to attend horseracing in 

England and in F'rance. I think there is a great 

deal of hviKicrisy in the opposition to the Gittins 
bill. 

“I^et us keep our ix*ople at home. We should 

be more liJH'ral, not only in respeet to racing, but 

111 other things. I have read the Gittins hill care- 
fully. and I think 1 know all that will Ik* effected 
by Its passage. In uiy judgineiit it should be en- 
acted into law.”

Kentucky Association Continues to Encounter Un- 
satisfactory Climatic Conditions— Patronage 

Shows Improvement in Spite of Drawbacks. 



Lexington. Ky., September 19. — The Kentucky 
Association is certainlj’ playing in hard luck in th" 
matter of weather. It rained heavily again thie 
afternwn. The downpour began shortly after I 
o’clock and continued half au hour just at the 
time when pc*opIe would decide whether to go or 
not to go to the course. As a result of this rain 
the track was a veritable sea of mud and there is 
now no likelih(XKl of a good course for either of 
the remainiug four days of the meeting. There 
was, however, a better attendance than on anj' day 
save the opening, and the number present fell little 
short of that day’s record. There was also maiiced 
improvement in the betting. The total amount 
handled in the machines was $31,293, which, besides 
being the largest amount for any da.v of the meet- 
ing, was $1,458 more than was handled in the 
miitiiels and auctions combined on the fifth day 
last fall. 

The feature race today was the Phoenix Hotel 
Handicap, at one and one-eighth miles, and iC 
piMKluced a surprise. There were only four starters 
— Fireman, Cherrj'ula, M(*sseuger Boy and L«‘a- 
mence. The public made Cherrj'ola their choice 
and Fireman held second place in the betting with 
both of the others litjeralb’ supported. There w’as 
never any part of the race when Fireman did not 
hold the others safe. He went to the front on the 
club house turn and the further they went the moia 
he increased his lead over Chcrryola, finally win- 
ning with ridiculous ease by eight lengths, and 
the others Iw'nten off. 

The first run-up of the meeting came at the end 
of the fifth race, which was won easily by F. R. 
Hitchcock’s Kaiser, with Colonel Cook, a supposo<l 
good thing from the J. W. Frje stable, second, 
and Alooha third. It appears that liefore the race 
Col. R. T. Holloway had asked Mr. Hitchcock, 
who. in company with his brother Thomas and 
II. K. Knapp, had arrived overnight from New 
York, how ho liked his horse. Mr. Hitchcock, it 
appears, made a resiKMise that gave Colonel Hollo- 
way the impression that he did not particularly 
favor the Kaiser’s chances. After the race Mr. 
Hitcheock remarked to Colonel Holloway that he 
hoped he had not caused him a loss, since he had 
not meant to deceive him in what he had said. 
Kaisx*r was entered at $700, and without response 
to .Mr. Hitchcock. Colonel Holloway stepped out 
and hid $l.21H>. Trainer \V. H. Karrick raised it 
$5 and Colonel Holloway bid $1,400. Trainer Kar- 
rick (]uietly said $1,405, and Colonel Holloway 
stepped aside, the liorse b«*ing knocked down by 
Si'eretarj’ Shelley to his owner. Messrs. Hitch- 
cook and Knapp immediately left the track for 
the city,
